A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an applicatbn must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presente d at the interview as 
wrarranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Inten/iew including description of tlie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant wanted further explanation regarding claim 5, which 
discloses 'The system according to claim 1 , wherein the data request controller holds the transmission of a data 
request to the server when at least one function is operating in the mobile communication device." Examiner further 
explained his rejection regarding this claim, referring Applicant to pages 5 and 6 of the Tanaka reference. Applicant 
agreed to rewrite claim 5 to try to overcome the Tanaka reference. 
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
